which make it a veritable tourlh estate, 
for reidlyit has beoniiu; something more 
than a newspaper. It makes or unmakes 
or controls even i;uverMuienta theniaelves, 
has saved armies from destruction and 
titled out princely .icieiilitic expeditions; 
Its enterpiisit has girdled the earth with 
tho power uf a huiulred A riles, and il haa 
become the pioneer of the moral, social, 
scientitic and piditioal progress of the 
world. Nor lias [he colonial preaa been a 
whit behind hand, according to its means 
and the varying Held in which it has to 
operate: it lias probably 1 een even more 
entorpribinij than that of tlie ni rther 
country itself, for weekly abi'eta, how- 
ever humble in a|ipeaiancc and enter- 
priae, are found eking out a precarious 
existence on subscriiilions mainly [laid in 
cordwood or other articles oi lioiisohold 
comsuniptiim, in comparatively newly set- 
tled and isidated districts, whiM-o cHtab- 
lishiiig a newspa]ier uould never be 
Uruampt of in Knglaiid. In some of the 
colonies, Australia for instance, splimdid 
dailies are issued, lint li. ineiilion illu.s- 
tiated papors which ivould compare fav- 
orably with the London llliistrated News 
itself. In Eastern Canada, the competi- 
tion of the newspaiier [iress may even be 
termed sevens, for passing over the iium- 
urous and well appointed dailies and 
weeklieB issued in the larger cities, ram- 
ifiuatinns of newspaper enterprise are lo 
no fmind in every town and village 
throughout the country, often within a 
few miles of each other, for a village 
without-'a newspa[)er can scarci'ly \n\ said 
to have a local habitalitin and a name. 
In BKUish Columbia the pre.ss haa made 
more t)ian creditable progress, if the con- 
diHyajis of a circuinBcrihed population 
and/ an i.sidated and partially settled 
Ountry, with other retarding circiim- 
nces be taken into accouiiL, for iiewa- 
pajW^niterpnses undi'r such circuiiistan- 
C08, (Jfiiinot make ,i lield for itsely, but 
niu^t be content to gradually givw with 
, \it3'' anrroundirigs. the Sentinel, Cid- 
»MutnbiiW\ the Oiiardian and tlio Na- 
liaiiio\jiVeo Pre.ss are all pioneeis, 
in 'diViiparalively new gr.iiind, and while 
assisting their ddhirent di.slncis in the 
niaioh of progr<'ss, will tloublless beiielit 
themselves, until larger centres of popu- 
lation will enable them to expand into 
lull tledgi'd dallies. As regards the press 
in Victoria, wo shall glance back to tlie 
old days when papers wert; issued from 
dilapidated wooden buildings andelectric- 
liud tho citi/.eiis iii iheeiirly days < f col- 
onial projjress ipiile as much as the dlitr- 
na ai'ta Jinn 1(1 did at lionie, or aa the 
three enterprising dailii's do now. iiut 
a ch.inge has come over the spirit of our 
dream — we have approai'hod near to that 
era of prosperity and |irogres.H which to 
our predecessors seeuied only a llrst faint 
intimation of sunrise, seen through long 
vistas of labor and difiicultifs. 'I'liougli 
the spirit of doubt htis not wholly left us, 
it has been autliciently dispelled to en- 
courage euteriirise to send fiHtli its shoots 
ill all directions, and to convince oiir- 
BolvBS that we have at last reached linn 
ground, we have only to contrast the 
Victoria of to-day with the representative 
city of the province twenty years nmy. 
Nor can it be said that tho press of vic- 
toria has been brhiiid hand in taking ml- 
vantage of the general ini|)i oveineiii ; in 
fact it may be said to have gone ratliei- 
ahead of it, and no more auhsliint ial evid- 
ence of this is retjuired than ihecoiit last of 
tho new Coluni.il building with the wood- 
en shanty on Wharf street in which it 
first saw light. All visitors will be cor 
dially welcome to make an examination 
for themselves. The details of the build 
ing itself, and extensive additions to iia 
plant will be given elsewhere, but not one: 
of the least important features connected 
with the change are the improvements ou 
theeve of being ellected in 'f/ief'o/oai.</,a8a 
newspaper, in the publication of telegraph 
dispatches and gradually in other way.t. 
Thu is » marked era in the journalism of 
the province, although its inception haa

Aa this has now become 
tho subject of enquiry by the govern- 
ment it cannot be of long duration, and 
after matters are arranged, as regards this 
journal, the time-honored "scissors tele- 
graph line" will be diaponaed with except 
when our <iwn eflicituit telegra^di system 
adds /.est to the aiitici[ialion ot e.\citing 
news by the erratic announcement that 
"the wires are down" and tho sure but 
lardy "scissors telegraph" will iiave to 
supply the missing link. 

victoria's Fiiiar pavek. . 
In 185G a large font of odd looking 
French type, of a sort that was nuinfao- 
ured at least fifty years before, was im- 
ported by tho lirst Oathulic bishopof Vmi- 
convcr Island, — Duniers — a good man and 
true, who long since went to his reward. 
Accompanying the ty[)e came an (dd hand 
press of diuiunitivo proportimis, which 
wheezed and trembled when it svas work- 
ed like a man in the last stages of a de- 
cline. It had occurred to Bishop Deinors 
some time before that a chronicle might 
bo printed about once a year of the do- 
ings of tho mission here. With this o!i- 
ject ho asked in Franco for tho plant re- 
ferred to. When it arrived he fouiul to 
hia dismay that wliat had appeared a 
very easy task, viz., tho publication of a 
newspaper, was really a most diflicult 
undertaking. There came to Victoria 
about that period one Paul do (i.irro, a 
frenchman, who, in his own country, bad 
enjoyed tho title and estates of a count. 
In consequence of strong Orleaiiist pro 
clivities ho was exiled by Napoleon III. 
in 1851, and after going to San Francisco, 
and linding no einployiiioiit there lie came 
to Victoria and took up his abode at the 
bishop's palace. In his young d.iys ihe 
count had been in the habit ot visiiiiil.' a 
printing ollico in one of the Kreiich pro 
vincial towns, and writing an occasional 
editoriid for it. For pastime he occasion- 
ally set a few stickaful of matter, and got 
a little— very little — insight into the art. 
To the count the bishop appealed in his 
dilemma, and tho titled gentleman as 
editor and lypeaotter, the sturdy bishop 
aa pressman, and ii lay brother as roUerboy 
sot to work to assort the nniterial and get 
out a paper. It was the labor of months. 
Tho plant was of the rudest and the mis 
takes and disappoiutnioiita were many. 
But at length they produced a little pul) 
lication. It was a aiiuidgy atl'air of tuo 
pages, and had the appearance of having 
boon reduced to a condition of "pi, "anil 
then to make it still more unintelligibh^ of 
having been passed through a threshing 
machine.

Later on a 
third newspaper, which, although pub- 
lielied in Victoria was oddly enough 
called the New WeHtininsier Tiim-.-i, made 
lis appeaiiince with the lale K. Hamniond 
King and Leonard iMcClure as edituia, 
Mr. Coote M. Chambers, the present [lo- 
polar school trustee, dropped I'.SOO in this 
enterprise. In Uecember, i.S.'i.S, .Mr. 
.•\nior UeCosinos, believing that there was 
an opening for an upipoaitioii publication, 
on the 11th of that month threw to the 
breeze the banner of 

"the tJoi.ONl.vr." 
The office was on Wharf street abo^t 
where E. B. Marvin's sliip chaiidlory ni»w 
stands. The building was (jld and dilapi- 
dated, the r^,;.' leaky ami the preini^jes 
altogether uninviting. There were, .no 
doubt, many abuses which needed Qoi-- 
reclion. The Uuilaun Hay Co. had ruled 
the savage tribes for many years wiih 
much rigor and did not lake kindly to the 
prcsiuice of a more civilized class of 'sui) 
jects. Collisions were treiiueiit and llic 
[leople became restless uniier llic com 
piiiiy'a yoke. Previous to tlie appearance 
of 'I'lif i.'uluiMt the prtiss liiid amiably ac- 
cepted the usurpalioiiH of authority; but 
there was a growing feeling of discOnieiit 
at a form of government which was im- 
suited to Britons and the country ye:inu il 
for a popular system of admiiii.-<ti'ai em 
under wliicli they iniglit have a \oici; in 
the inanageinent of alfaiis and the ex- 
penditure of their tu.Kca. The C'oi untaf 
assumed a bold and detiaiit tone 'froiiT 
the start. It attacked a persons as well 
as the system and was especially .severe 
on the little semblance of a parliament 
composed of II. B. Co. 's oUicials that used 
to Bit an hour or two each day llie year 
round. After tliree ur four years of bat- 
tling the tlud-ion Bay Co. reliiKjuiahed 
their hold on the country and the crown 
resumed authority.
